Bookshop offers 25% Discount

It contains chapters on the his- 
tory of the office from the beginnings to 
modern integrated designs, elements of 


design and furnishings, space design 
and adaptation, specific planning, etc. 
As a comprehensive guide, it also offers 
examples of specific case studies. Work 
places of Terence Conran, David Hicks, 
David Saladino, and Warren Platner are 
illustrated and described in detail. The 
appendix contains sections on program- 
ming office space, acoustics, and a large 
bibliography as well as addresses of 
associations, manufacturers, magazines, 
etc. The book has 288 pages and sells 
for $40. The special member price will 
be $30, in compliance with the terms of 
the sale.

1) BSA Member Discounts — are 
available on purchases made by the 
member or by an authorized represen- 
tative of the member firm. The discount 
is 10%, excluding codes and technical 
association publications. AIA publica- 
tions are offered at a greater discount to 
members. Please consult your current 
AIA price list or call the Bookshop. 


2) Charge Sales — are available to BSA 
members and their firms. Purchases of 
$10 and over may be charged on a net 
30 day basis without a service charge. 
Only members and authorized represen- 
tatives of member firms are allowed this 
service. All other non-cash sales must be 


C.O.D. 


3) Delivery Fees — are determined by 
the weight of the package and are added 
to the bill. A minimum of $2.00 is 
charged, with .25 per pound added. 


4) Returns Policy — books may be 
returned within 7 days of purchase and 
must include sales slip. Returns are for 
credit only. Depending on the cir- 
cumstances, shipping charges may be 
retained.

Construction Management Seminar 
Scheduled for November 


“Construction Management and the 
Architect” will be the topic of the next 
seminar presented by the Professional 
Practice Committee on Wednesday, 
November 17, 1982, at 7:00 p.m. in 
Cascieri Hall at the Boston Architectural 
Center. Cash Bar will be available at

The traditional triangle of Owner- 
Architect-General Contractor is increas- 
ingly expanding to include the services 
of a professional Construction Manager 
(CM). The role of the CM varies, but in- 
evitably it overlaps and modifies the role 
of each of the others. A fast-track con- 
struction schedule and commitment of a 
guaranteed maximum price (GMP) fur- 
ther distorts the classical approach to the 
design-construct process.

Associates will moderate.

EOCD Proposes Design Competition 
for Fiscal 1983 


Dialogue has continued between the 
Housing Subcommittee of the BSA and 
EOCD since February of this year with a 
view to preparing a document which will 
comply with the guidelines of the AIA 
for competitions and to insure the inter- 
est of MSAA members for participation. 


The basic format includes a design com- 
petition for a single project which con- 
cludes with an award to the finalist and 
identifies about 30 other designers who 
are eligible for job interviews for about 
20 other Housing Projects. The latter is 
in the customary job interview process, 
except that only those 30 so identified 
design firms are eligible. There will be a 
selection process to determine which of 
these firms are assigned to the interview 
process for each project. The assumption 
is that all will be assigned for interview. 


There appears to be several reasons for 
a generally unenthusiastic response to 
the EOCD proposal by some members of 
the MSAA. This may be due in part, 
because previous design competitions 
have been disappointing to the profes- 
sion from a managerial point of view, 
and because the compensation schedule 
is too low.There also appears to be a 
resistance to the qualification process for 
firms who by their experience record 
have completed housing projects suc- 
cessfully. 


There appear also to be redeeming 
features which are sufficient reasons for 
the MSAA to continue discussions to 
bring the specifics of the competition 
more in line with the current thinking of 
the BSA Housing Subcommittee, repre- 
senting the MSAA. 


EOCD has agreed to include the provi- 
sions required by the AIA rules for 
design competitions namely: 


a. That there be a Professional Advisor 


b. That there be a jury of at least three 
members. a majority of whom are prac- 
ticing architects. 


c. That the program contain an agree- 
ment and conditions for architectural 
services in accord with the standards of 
practice of the American Institute of 
Architects. 


The above clarifies part of previous 
reservations. There shall be a Profes- 
sional Advisor satisfactory to the MSAA. 
He/she will administer the competition 
and advise the Jury selecting the finalists 
and the successful firms which qualify 
for the remaining projects. The duties 
shall end with the assignment of all 
eligible design firms to the Housing 
Authorities interview process. A fee shall 
be paid for these services. 


MSAA Response 


The MSAA Executive Committee voted 
to provide EOCD with the above pro- 
visos regarding Design Competition — 
Mass. Fiscal Year ‘83 to insure that the 
competition functions with the AIA Com- 
petition format. However, because of ex- 
pressed membership concern whether 
the competition is the appropriate pro- 
cess for the selection of architects, it will 
be left to the membership as individual 
architects and/or chapters if they will 
support the Competition as a satisfactory 
way of selecting architects for these pro- 
jects.

Inspector General 
establishes task force 


review of Chapter 579 


The Construction Reform Act, Chapter 
579, is currently under review. This 
review has been called by Joseph Barresi 
Inspector General and is being con- 
ducted by invited members of the con- 
struction industry in Massachusetts. 
Lowell Erickson represents the MSAA on 
this task force and serves on the sub- 
comittee on designer selection and ser- 
vices. Peter Forbes AIA and Chris Noble 
are also participating in this process. 


The categories of review include con- 
tract administration, minority business 
assistance, prequalifications, designer 
selection, sub-bids, bidding and DCPO. 
The review process is scheduled for 
October and November and completed 
in time for the December 1, 1982 
deadline for filing bills for the next 
Legislative session. 


If real consensus can be reached, a 

bill will be drafted by the Inspector 
General's Office and filed. When con- 
sensus cannot be reached, various posi- 
tions will be presented and the Inspector 
General reserves the right to take any 
position before the legislature.
